Men and Women Who Were Trained
trom Ohildhood to e Supple—Aac-
cidents (o Acrobats aon Veult-
era—Concerni g Old-Time
ralaries,

“Formerly children were regularly ap-
prenticed to learn riding just as they
were to learn shoemaking or any other
trade, s+id an old clrcus manager to &
Philadelphia Times repcrter, *‘but now
in muny of our states there are laws pro-
hibiting the employment « f minors under
15 yosra of age in hazardous perform
ances, and these have had the effeot o f
doing away to a very great extent wich
the thorough and systematic eourse of
training which children desigoed  for
riders were formerly obliged to commence
when about b pears old, and which must
be commeunced at that early sge and
steadily pursued in order to atwin the
highest degree of artistic perfection
Nearly all the great ridera we now have
began their career baforo the enaciment
of these lawa, and, conscquently, served
a thorough apprenticeship ro their profes-
ston, but when they shall have punoed
awsy who will fill their places? There
will corteinly be no American riders who
can do so estisfactorily, sand our public
will have to look for its « questrian talent
acroas the water, where so.cnlled societies
for the preveution of cruelty to children
are notso officious in securing the pas-
sage and enforcement of unjust and ivju-
dicious lawa.

“But comparatively thorough as was
once the training of rnders in  this
couniry, it was much less artistic and
complete than that practiced In Europe,
There, st i years uld, the embryo rider is

and grace, The horses svlected for
children to learn on are almost the most
steady-going old crowbaits that can be
found smount the ring stock,

“Vaory often, and I think that in point
of longevity they far excel the memburs
of any ovther professlon.  lo Kogland aund
on the continent of Eorope, eepuoially,
they usually live to be very old. In
Europenn countries, too, it is remarkable
how many families there are whose every
member, both male and female, for many
wenerationa han been in the profession.
Among these fanlies may be mentioned
the Rentzes, Samwells, Covkes, snd
Bridges. The health of circus people ia
wlmost invarinbly excslient

“How do you think performers of
Ameries compare with those of Earope?”

“The Americans have o great deal
more reckless dash and darlue, and are
willing to incur more risk.  Whon they
want to do a feat th y go right ahead and
try it, whereas a Earopean artist would
tirat undergo a lung and osroful training
torit, The American performer’s idea
scems to be that it is no mutter whether
the feat 1s done graceful'y or the reverse
to long as it is boldly accompliched, and
his seems to be the idea of A nerican
andiences als; but with the European
artistic grace and finish count for more
thao all else, and if a teat—mno matter
how difficult or daring—be performed
without these, the achicvsment, to him,
is wholly devoid of merit "

“*Well, though somewhat lower Inst
sonson than for several yesrs past, they
are still at figures which would once have
been thoughs fibalous, Before the lute
war $70 to 8100 per week was a good sal
ary for s firat claas rider, but now such a
one would ecommund from 50 to $200
per week.  OF course, the salaries of peo-
ple of great reputstion, such ss ¥ ma.
Blise Dookrill, Churles W, Fish, Frauk
Melville snd Jumes Hobinson, the grest
bareback riders, far esxcecd tho above
fizures, resching in rane instances ae
high us $400 or even £600 per week, and
the eswme spplies to performers in every
branch of the busineas  Such clowns us
years ago recvived §60 per week would
now receive §1U0, Tho ealsriea of the
working-havas, such as canvasmen,
drivers, hostlers, the men who care for
the animuls, ete., have decressed instead
uf incressed, and these pe P!e are now
more poorly paid than ever.’

The Farmeds Hog.
Breedera' Journal,

The different breeds of hogs have
their fast frivnds and no doubt they each
hove what their friends admire in them,
but the average fesder who does not cure
to raise pigs to sell for brecding pur
poaes, should strive to get a hog  that
will make him the most money for t e
feed put 1nto it. In the first place a hog
should have a good cost of hair; not
bristlee, but hawr, A bluck hog will not
got scurvy on his beok; the sun will not
blister nim, A hog should have a good
constitution, with rouod sprung rio and
good girth sround the hesrt, short nock
aud head well put on, short face and
nose, tail put on not way up on his buck
aor yet too low down, hamas round aod
well filled not too slugelsh disp sition
nor yet too wild, By the purchase of
the right kina of a male pig the feeder
can raise just such pigs as he wanta to
feed, and have much more profituble and
healthy animals than he cun buy.

The brood sows can ba run on  olover
pastnre in summer at very little expense,
and If provided with some good cluver
hay in winter it will reduce their foed
bills. Not enovgh attention is paid to
providing good pas'ures for pig: ; they are
uenerally kept in n barren lot with a goen-
erous 8iz<d mud-hole in it, in which the
water in so fonl that just the smell of It in
sickening, let alone baving to drivk it
As for a change of pasture, it is nover
thought of, on secount of the trouble of
fencing it. The sensible way to provide
for them is to have enough land devoted
to their use so the pigs can have s wond
aweet paature of clover all the time, Do
not kesp them on the same old poisoned
for ten years, but whon the grass gets run
out, plow it and take off & couple of
crops; then re ssed the clover, and then
let their hogships tuke fresh oomfort,
heslth and fat from the new fresh ground
and grass, Thisground will thee supply
the hiving for thy pigs, whils in the
other way of duing the pig lot Is full of
wouds, bare of grass, aud the bare
ground covered with mud sud hog  wal:
luwa,
